manded party'; theſe marchedfrom 
Banbit,'t 12 Saturday Ofob. 14, to Da- 
very and onthe Lords day they 
care to Lbigbackby whierethey ood 
all in one body, and about naone 
thacday came Prince' Rupert and the 
furne-coate Urry,” with about 24 
horſe-men, having lyen that 'night 
. befbreatthe Crownein Banbury ; as 
foone as they came they marched to 

Holdenby with thewhole body, and 
having refreſhed themſelves awhile 

about midnight they marchey to- 

ward Norhampron. We had firſt ſent 

out a comanded party of 24 horſe to 

-ive themanAlarum,who met their 
Scouts at Brampton-bridge about two 

miles and halfoft the town,kil*d me 
©). 
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of their men; & had oneof ours woun- 
ded in thearme, who all retreated to 
Kingſiborpe to our body of horſe within 
a mile of the towne;but ſuddenly their 
whole body of Horſe or a great part of 
them came up toours, why --2rmi- 
ſhing retreated, and weclofely follow- 
ed to thewallsof the town,and calling 
to beletin-at the North-gate could not 
be admitted,untill firſta volley of ſhot 
fromthe walls had removed the enemy 
backe to |Valbacke about twice musket- 
ſhot from the walls, where their horſe 
made aſtand about an houre.their foot 
in the inter1m being drawneup neere 
St.eAndrews Mill; about musket-ſhot 
from our great mount, whence our 
Canoneer let flie a piece at their Horſe, 
and preſently another from the North: 
mount and killed twoofthem, which. 
foone removed their body, the Foote 
marching under the favourof the hill: 
with-- 
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without any _— ſo marched away 
by Moulton-parke to Billing-bridge, all 
this by the light of the Moone, which 
ſhone clearly. As ſoon as 1t was day,our 
horſe.marchedout againe, and tooke 
many c ' .aetr ſtraglers, about 406.1n all 
molt horfe-men, and ſome very good 
lare horſes,they marched to Cale-4/bby 
that day betimes, and the next day to 
Outny;F need not tell you their acculſto- 
med practice of pillaging all the: way 
they went,eſpecially horſes both from 
friends and foes ; but eſpecially at 
Outlny, where they left but 4 houſes of 
any worth unplundered, & took Carts 
to carry away their plunder with them 
& ſo marched to Nevpore, where they 
intend a Garriſon , though not of this, 
yet of another party ſhortly, as we are 
informed from Oxford;that ſo they may 
top up the North- welt paſſage to Lon- 
dou, which hope you will not beun- 

mind- 
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mindfull of.This party it is ſaid is togo 
intothe aſſociated Counties of Cam- 
bridge, NCorfolke,and Suffolke, and are ye- 
ſterday at Bedford, we kild 4 of their 
horſemen;as their prifoners ſay,befides 
2 foot-men Iriſh-men,who with athird 
man, an able bod1ed and ſtour Iriſh re- 
bell.as he confeſſethhimſelfe to be,did 
afault with their Muskets ſix of our 
horſe-men, who riding upon them, 
drove themintoa River , where they 
(\wom wath their Armes, our men fol- 
lowed through a Ford, they tooke the 
river again, but as I heare twoofk them 
were ſlaine,l am ſurethe third is priſo- 
ner. There wasanother body of the e- 
nemies horſe and foot-came by Towce- 
fler , but Prince Rupert ſent them word 
the ſervice was already done, which 
made them returne to Banbury and re- 
port the Town was taken; but] hope if 
eyer they attempt it,ifit benot by trea-

chery., (as wee have ſome reaſon to 
thinke was now intended”) they ſhall: 
finde it another buſineſſe then their 
confidence and brags makes of it: for [ 
never ſaw men more jocund to goe to 
a ſport, then the ſouldiers were to goe 
take up their quarters about the Town:
